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COMING EVENTS AT THE ART MUSEUM 


In spite of serious difficulties in transportation, several major 
special exhibits are planned for this winter. Art of the Americas, 
due to go on view November eighth, will feature pre-Columbian, 
South and Central American sculpture, pottery, textiles, and 
goldwork, especially from Peru and Mexico. The Museum’s own 
growing collection in this field will be shown, including several 
new accessions, and will be supplemented by important loans 
from out of town. 

Later exhibits include Power in the Pacific, Steichen’s photo- 
graphic synthesis of the war in the Far East, and a group of 
Portraits of Distinguished Negro Citizens (shown in cooperation 
with Friendly Inn and the Harmon Foundation). 

Between October ninth and twenty-eighth, oils and water 
colors from the Milwaukee Artists’ Group will be here. They are 
said to cover a wide range of subjects and styles, from academic 
to “non-objective.” 

In the Educational Corridor, children’s drawings from the 
Museum’s free classes will be on view until October first. From 
then until the middle of November, visiting school classes will 
have a chance there to study color prints of American Indian 
design in textiles, pottery, and sand paintings, from the Museum 
Library. After that, the New York Museum of Modern Art’s 
exhibit on Creative Photography goes up. It has some striking 
photographic panels with explanatory text, and was recently 
purchased by the Educational Department. 

Free programs on Friday evenings and Sunday afternoons will 
include a third engagement, by popular request, of the oriental 
dancer Tei Ko, with her magnificent costumes. The Music 
Department has made a return engagement of John Jacob Niles, 
in American Folk Songs. The Red Gate Players come again with 
a new program of Chinese shadow plays. There are illustrated 
lectures on pre-Columbian art, theatrical festivals, television, the 
modern dance, landscape and garden art, stained glass, folk arts 
and life in Africa and Canada. Several of these lectures include 
color films, and there will be some notable film revivals. 


New courses for adult members include another series on 
antique collecting for the amateur, one on art and current events 
(in cooperation with Life magazine), one on the modern ballet, 
and one on the arts and their interrelations. On Saturday morn- 
ings, a new series will be given on great personalities and the 
art of their times; and on Fridays, a new series on Chinese art 
and literature. Adults as well as children who want to draw and 
paint can find instruction at various times in the week, and the 
former can also join a class in ceramics or photography.

Children in his immediate family are 
admitted free to Saturday morning classes in art appreciation. Registration 
in classes for children and adults is not extended to $5.00 members.
